To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
East  & West  Molesey  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  December  31st, 
1898. 

The  area  of  the  district  is  1,444  acres  of  land 
and  74  of  water.  The  population  at  the  last  census 
was  5,396,  and  is  estimated  to  have  been  6,310  at 
the  middle  of  the  year.

The  number  of  deaths  in  the  District  was  82  : 
71  in  East  Molesey  and  ii  in  West  Molesey.  The 
death-rate  was  12*9  per  t,ooo  of  the  population. 
Twenty  deaths  occurred  in  persons  upwards  of  65 
years  of  age,  and  23  in  infants  under  one  year. 

There  were  3 deaths  from  notifiable  Infectious 
Diseases,  viz.  : Diphtheria  i.  Membranous  Croup 
2 — a zymotic  mortality  of  *5  per  1,000  : but  if  the 
usually  regarded  less  serious  infectious  diseases  be 
included,  it  is  2'5  per  1,000,  as  there  were  g deaths 
referred  to  Measles,  2 to  Whooping  Cough,  and  2 
to  Diarrhoea.  The  large  number  of  deaths  from 
Measles,  often  considered  such  a trivial  disease, 
should  impress  upon  parents  and  those  having 
custody  of  the  young,  the  great  importance  of 
careful  nursing  and  the  prevention  of  chill,  as  most 
of  the  deaths  took  place  from  the  sequeloe  of  the 
disease,  such  as  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia. 

Of  the  other  deaths,  5 were  referred  to  Influ- 
enza and  its  complications,  3 to  Phthisis,  8 to 
Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and  Pleurisy,  i to  Rheu- 
matic Fever,  5 to  Heart  Disease,  2 to  Injuries,  and 
42  to  all  other  diseases. 

Five  Inquests  were  held  during  the  year, 
death  in  2 cases  being  due  to  accident  and  3 to 
Natural  Causes. 
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Births. 

Number  of  Births  1896 
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During  the  year  there  were  i6i  births,  com- 
prising 86  males  and  75  females.  The  birth-rate 
was  25  5 per  1,000  of  the  population.  There  were 
twice  as  many  births  as  deaths  in  the  district. 

Infectious  Disease. 

During  the  year  26  cases  of  Infectious  Disease 
were  notified,  viz:  Scarlet  Fever  6,  Diphtheria  15, 
Membranous  Croup  2,  Typhoid  Fever  2,  and 
Erysipelas  i.  In  the  previous  two  years  the 
numbers  notified  were  20  and  34  respectively. 
Although  15  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  the 
disease  was  never  epidemic,  but  occurred  as  follows  : 
February  3 cases,  March  2,  April  2,  May  i,  July  2, 
September  i,  October  i,  November  3.  In  some 
instances  a defect  in  the  drainage  of  the  patient’s 
residence  was  discovered  and  remedied.  Only  2 
deaths  were  certified  as  due  to  diphtheria,  a mor- 
tality of  133  per  100  cases.  In  the  Spring  the 
Schools  at  both  East  and  West  Molesey  were  closed 
for  some  weeks  owing  to  an  outbreak  of  Measles. 

Sewerage. 

There  are  now  927  houses  connected  to  the 
main  sewers,  107  being  done  during  the  past  year  ; 
amongst  the  number  are  the  two  public  schools  in 
East  Molesey  Ward.  The  working  of  the  entire 
scheme  is  eminently  satisfactory,  and  the  comfort 
and  health  of  your  District  must  be  materially 
improved  when  the  whole  of  the  connections  are 
completed. 


Slaughter-Houses,  &c. 

The  Slaughter-Houses,  Dairies  and  Bake- 
houses have  been  regularly  inspected  throughout 
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the  year,  and  they  are  now  in  a satisfactory 
condition. 

Tables  A and  B of  the  Local  Government 
Board  accompany  this  report  ; also  a summary 
of  Inspections  made,  and  work  done  by  Mr. 
Stevenson,  the  Sanitary  Inspector.
